A citation can be issued if 
the officer views the crime 
or if an investigation proves 
beyond a reasonable doubt 
that a certain individual has 
committed a crime. 
In the latter case, the 
merchant or citizen must be 
prepared to point out the 
person who committed the 
offense and to testify against 
him in court, he stressed A 
citation may also be issued if 
the complainant is willing to 
swear out anaffadavit that a 
certain person has 
com 
mitted the offense and then 
left the scene

The DEIS was considered 
bv the COG Airport Total 
Transportation 
Committee 
and presented Wednesday to 
the executive board for final 
considerations. 
In arguing against the 
DEIS, Plano Mayor Pro- 
Tem Robert I Ellis said the 
proposed airport does not 
have the sufficient runway 
length to accomodate the 


normal business jet. and that 
the noise impact study does 
not take in the boundaries of 
residential areas which are 
presently affected by the 
airport. 
“The boundaries shown on 
the CNR (composite noise 
rating) to the north is 5500 
feet short of where it should 
be and 1500 short to the 
south." Ellis told the board 
L a r r y 
T a u n t o n , 
representing the City of 
Garland, 
said 
“the CNR 
method used, 
places 
the 
noise level at that of an 
electric razor, but in fact the 
noise would be more nearly 
com pared to that 
of a 
locomotive .’’ 
He added that the DEIS 
study of air space did not 
take into account the amount 


of traffic beyond I9H0. and 
that 
the 
environm ental 
criteria 
ranking of 
the 
proposed site did not include 
the possibility of a crosswind 
run wax 
“ I don't want to get in a 
squabble with nu friends in 
these cities." < ivercash said.

Right Around Home

You don’t have to be an 
athlete to enjoy Amistad 
Recreation Area 
It is true that the water 
skiers, skin divers and bow 
hunters have a great time 
skimming over, swimming 
under or stalking through 
the water and land that 
make up this 
100-square- 
mile park just above Del Rio 
on the Rio Grande. 
Don’t worry Even if you 
don’t know- the difference 
between 
wet 
feet 
and 
camouflage, 
this National 
Park Service area can be 
fun. 
Studying the history and 
soaking up the international 
flavor of this border park 
can be an experience as 
rewarding as landing a 
lunker bass 
Since 
we 
talked 
about 
Amistad’s more exhilarating 
sports in an earlier column, 
let’s devote the space today 
to some less strenuous ad­ 
ventures in a country replete 
with the romance of human 
history, including Indian 
cultures dating back to 
14.(KH) B C. 


A good 
place to start 
studying the history and 
culture of the area is at the 
park visitor center, where 
you can get an orientation of 
the park s goings-on. 
Interpretive programs are 
offered at almost all the 
nearly 300 National Park 
Service 
areas 
across 
America and visitors love 
them But few are as well 
received as the 
Amistad 
Lake tour program. On this 
tour, a ranger patrol boat 
will guide your boat to points 
of interest around the lake, 
with stops for nature walks 
and the like 
One interesting stop is at 
Panther Cave, which is 
actually a large, 
natural 
rock shelter with over IOO 
various-sized ancient wall 
paintings dominated by one 
of a red mountain lion that is 
16 feet long The paintings 
were done about 5,000 years 
ago by archaic man. 
The lake tours are un­ 
scheduled. so if you want to 
make sure that one is on tap 
the day you arrive, it s l>est 
to call park headquarters at

relating

the area are scheduled on a 
regular basis. 
Most visitors to the area 
work a trip to nearby Ciudad 
Acuna. Mex. into their day. 
The 
Mexican government 
manages part of the lake and 
a prime attraction on that 
side of the dam is a 23-foot 
stone statue of the Aztec rain 
god “ Tlaloc." The statue, a 
replica of the original multi 
ton monolith in Mexico City, 
was sculpted there in pieces, 
hauled to Amistad and fitted 
together 
It stands as a symbol of 
friendship between the V s 
and Mexico, but it doubles as 
a rainmaker 
There are 
those who will tell you that 
the lake s level rose 11 feet in 
14 hours shortly after it was 
erected 
“ Tlaloc” stands guard 
over a playa that includes a 
picnic and beach 
area, 
several 
restaurants, 
a 
marina with fishing docks 
and boat gasoline and a 
motel 
Right in the middle of the 
dam, which is under the 
jurisdiction of the t oited 
States Boundary and Water

directly connected to the 
heart it carries all the ox 
vgenated blood out of the 
heart to the whole body 
It 
arches above the heart and 
courses down along the spine 
until it divides into the 
arteries to the legs 
As people get older there is 
a tendency (or the wall of this 
artery to calcify This usually 
follows a build up of fatty- 
cholesterol substances rn the 
wall of the artery 
the 
process in arteries we call 
atherosclerosis 
Because the 
aorta is very large the build 
up in it does not cause a 
blockage to the circulation, 
the way it does in smaller 
arteries to the leg 
heart.

Moderate eleva­ 
tion such as your father has 
does not require heroic efforts 
though as the treatment may 
be worse than the disease 
Your father would do well to 
decrease the rate of develop­ 
ment of fatty-cholesterol 
deposits in other arteries in 
his body He needs to restrict 
his calories enough to make 
this possible 
I would also advise a daily 
walking program to help 
maintain his level of physical 
fitness and help him reduce 
Everyone who can, should 
have an exercise program, 
even if it is just walking, to go 
along with a diet program 
when they need to lose weight 
You can’t judge by pounds 
alone, but there is a good 
possibility that your father 
needs to lose as much as 30 
pounds of fat The program 
should be to go on a restricted 
calorie program with walking 
and keep on losing fat until 
there is no significant amount 
of fat under his skin. around
